A TEN FOOT FLOOD. 


THE RISING OF THE WatTERs 
THE NEW JERSEY RIVERS. 


The Details of Saturday’s Fiood in New York, New 
Jersey and Penneglvania—Railroad Travel 
Stopped—Paddlina Canoes Over the 
Streets—The Damage to Property. 


| New York, September 25.—The rainstorm 
of Saturday was the heaviest ever expe- 
rienced in the northeastern and middle states. 
It fell in perfect sheets from the heavens, al- 
most instantly flooding the rivers, rendering 
the country roads impassable, and washing 
the railroads so as to totally in»pede travel. 
'The Mill brook, which tlows through Tre- 
mont, Fordham and Morrisania, was greatly 
swollen. The tracksof the Harlem river rails 
' road were washed away at Fordham and trav- 
el was suspended. The police reserves were 


called out and wenttothe rescue of the en- 
dangered families whose houses were sur- 
rounded by the waters. They succeeded sn 
rescuing @ great many. The rain caused a 
total suspension of the through 
trains on tie Pennsylvania and New York, 
the Lake Erie and Western railroad. The ex- 
press trains on the lines of the Delaware and 
_. Lackawanna, and the Central railroads of New 
Jersey, were delayed from three to four hours, 
. The Pennsylvania road appears to have suf- 
fered the greatest inconvenience. A number 
of washouts occurred in the new cut through 
Bergen Hill. The sand in some places covered 
the track to the depth of six inches, render. 
ing it impossible for trains to pass. A large 
force of men were put to work and the trains 
were moved a few feet at atime until the cut 
/ was passed. An extensive land slide is reported 
between Rahway and Menlo park. The local 
trains between Jersey City and Trenton were 
kep: running until 7 p.m., when the road be- 
came tmpassable. A large number of bridges 
over the small streams in New Jersey were 
sweptaway. Theold Zabriskie cotton mill 
at Hohokus was washed away. The pumping 
house of the Passaic water company. at the 
falls, is flooded. Two small bridges 
over the old Hall brook were 
carried away, as was the Old Halli dam. The 
Martin Rossiter dum was washed into the 
river and carried over Passaic falis. The 
freshet was the heaviest ever seen in the 
Raritan river. The lower part of the city of 
New Brunswick is deluged, and the property 
submerged. The rain fall for 58 hours was 
thirteen inches on @ mean level. Alii stures 
aird warehouses in lower kLarnet street are 
damaged, The water is up to the countefs 
and goods are floating about. The peuple are 
riding through the lower streets in bouts. 
The bridges over the river are considered 
sate, and were thronged all day to-day with 
crows gazing at the tlood 
TEN FEET OF WATER. 

Details continue to be received of Satur- 
day’s storm showing a most astonishingly 
rapid rise of the waters. The streets of 
bound Brook, N. J., were flooded to the depth 
of ten feet in a couple of aours, -and the 
stures were filled with water above their 
counters. Occasional instances of drowning 
are reported, but the loss of life is slight, as 
that of property is imamense. 

THE STORM IN VIRGINIA, 

FREDERICKSBURG, September 25.—There are 
reports trom the lower Rappahannock of a 
destructive rainstorm, by which four mills 
near Ware’s wharf, Essex county, were wasued 
away and great damage inflicted on the crops 
and other property. The storm did not reach 
more than fitty miles inward from the coast.

THE FLAME’S DESTRUCTION. 
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The Frankiin Sugar Refinery Kurned—Incendlary 
Fires Keported. 

PHILADELPHIA, September 25 —The  Frank- 
lin sugar refinery of Harrison, Havemeyer «& 
(‘o., a brick structure on Front and Almond 
streets, was partly destroyed by fire this morn- 
ing. The fire broke out at 5:15 a. m., aud al- 
though three alarms were rung, it was not 
got under control until tne block bounded by 
Delaware avenue, Swanson, Almond and 
Bainbridge streets was destroyed. This block 
contained two large buildings; that facing on 
Delaware avenue being the monutd liouse, 
three stories high, and thatin the rear of the 
mould house and extending to'Swanson street 
being a new building called 
the filter house. These buildings 
were filled with sugar in process of manufac- 
ture and ready for delivery, and both struc 
tures with their contents were destroyed. 
The loss will probably reach half a million 
dollars. The centrifugal house and boiler 
house in the block, from Swanson to Penn 
streers, and Almond to Bainbridge streets, 
ware saved.

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THE KHEDIVE IN CAIRO. 


ARABI PASHA’S NEW 
ENGLISHMEN, 


Baker Pasha Entreusted with the Reorganization of 
the Payptian Army—The Khedive Bxpiains 
Engilana’s Inteniions Towards Sgy pt -- 

Dc Leaseps Pails tu Fly his Flag. 


Lonpon, September 25.—The khedive has 
issued a manifesto declaring that England has 
great interests in Egypt both in regurd to 
finances and traffic through the Suez canal; 
that for the protection of those imterests she 
was compelled to interfere,- but she has no 
intention of annexing the country. 
The khedive announces thas he has 
authorized General Wolseley to represent 
him in restoring order amd punishimg rebels, 
All loyal Egyptians are called upon to render 
General Wolseley every assistance. Any 
one refusing todoso will be treated as a 
rebel. It is officially annomnced that General 
Wolseley and Admiral Seymour will be 
raised to the peerage in acknowledgement of 
their recent distinguished services in Egypt. 

THE KHEDIVE }N CAIRO. 

Carro, September 25 —The khedive has ar- 
rived here. Among Arabi Pasha’s papers 
are the written offers of service from 
Frencb, German and Russian ofticers, whieh 
were all declined. Arabi Pasha says the best 
thing the English could do for Egypt would 
be tosend all the notables and other leading 
inen connected with the rebellion out of the 
country. If they do not do so, vengeance 
will surely be wreaked wpon them 
ufter the departure of the,English. Seeing 
the manner in which the British treat their 
prisoners and wounded, Arabi says they are a 
great people. He is heartily sorry he fought 
them. He asserts that be never thought the 
English would send a large army to assist the 
khedive, and so was led into war. He denies 
that he had any communication with the 
sultan during the war. 

The kbedive, with the approval of England, 
has offered to Baker Pasha the task of reor- 
ganizing the Egyptian army. The latter has 
accepted the task. 

Te Alexandria correspondent of the Daily 
News, commentinz on the circumstance of 
Sir Edward Malet riding in the same carriage 
with the khedive to the railway station yes- 
terday morning, says this is the first time 
In Egyptian historv that such a special honor 
lias been accorded to a foreign consul on a 
state occasion. The correspondent reports 
that flags were displayed yesterday in Benhay, 
Tantah and Damunhour in the celebration of 
the khedive’s return to Cairo. The Daily 
News’ Cairo correspondent estimates that 150,- 
000 persons witnessed tbe khedive’s entry into 
that city yesterday. He srates that at tie 
house of M. DeLesseps there was no display 
of bunting nor any decoration whatever. 
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THE YELLOW FEVER. 


Ite Pregress During the Week at Brownsville and 
Pensacola. 

WASHINGT’ N, September 25.—A summary 
of the pr gress of the yellow fever for the 
week ending Saturday, 23d, from the reports 
to the surgeon general of the marine hospital 
service shows at Brownsville for the week 99 
cases and 9 deaths; to daie, 1,870 casesand 103 
deaths. These reports indicate that the dis- 
ease has been confined within the Arroyo con- 
don on the Texan side, but that it has 
extended to many of the river towns 
and ranches on the Mexican’ border 
of the Rio Grande, as high 
up as Guerroro. The Corpus Christi and 
Laredo cordon has been removed and guards 
placed aloug the river, making a new cordon 
extending to Laredo, thus cutting off all com- 
munication with the infected districts. In 
Mexico, at Point Isabei, inside the Arroya 
cordon, official reports give the following: 
August 29, ten cases, no deaths; August 31, 
eight cases, one death; Septemper 16, eight 
cases, one death; September 22, four cases, 
one death. Official reports from Pensacuia, 
Fia., by mail, have been received by the sur- 
geon general, to include the 21st of Septem 
ber, as follows: September 13, 19 cases, 3 
deaths; September 14, 11 cases, 3 deaths: Sep- 
tember 15, 19 cases, 2 deaths; September 16, 
19 cases, 1 death; September 17. 8 cases, 
no death; September 15, 27 cases, 
1 death; September 19, 26 cases, 
4 deaths. September 20, 41 cases, 6 deatns. 
September 21, 60 cases, 2 deaths. Total, 230 
cases. Previously reported, 114 cases and 19 
deaths, being a total during the epidemic of 
$44 cases and 41 deaths. The following was 
received this evening: Brownsville, Septem- 
ber 25.—!wo new cases; no deaths. Several 
new cases at Isabel; one death. Act- 
ing Secretary New to-day received 
a telegram from Tallahassee, Fla, 
requesting him to establish an inland quaran- 
tine around Pensacola, Fla., and to allow the 
local board of health to retain full power 
within the city limits. To this Seeretary 
New responded that he would establish the 
desired quarantine without reference to the 
local board of health, whenever Trequested to 
do so by the government of Florida.

THE DUTY ON RICE, 


The Tarif Commission in Sayvannah—The (mim of 
Miee aad Cotton. 

SAVANNAH, September 25 —Four of the tariff 
commissioners, Messrs. Hayes, Boteler, Gar- 
land and QOtiver, arrived here on Saturday 
The com- 
mission was addressed by Jotun Screven, sice 
planter, as one ef the delegation of merchasts 
and planters in favor of a protective tariff on 
rice. He said that the rice produce of Geor- 
gia was about eme-half of the total pre 
duce of riee on the Atlantic 
coast, and about one-third cn 
the rye of the whole country. He 
read fronsa@report made last January by a 
special committee, ef which he was chair- 
man. The domestic consumption of rice in 
1881 was 175,000,000 pounds. The report de- 
clares that the average profits on American 
‘rice are depemdent on the maintenance of an 
import cGuty, and that if the duty was re- 
movec or materially reduced, its cultivation 
must be abandoned, and it coneludes 
with a  statersent of facts in re- 
lation to the industry for the past 
sixteen years priov, and declares that the tax- 
ation of the foreign produet is sound policy, 
and that at no time simce 1865 could rice have 
been cultivated asa staple product without 
the protection afforded by the duty. Even 
the present duty, he said, of 2% cents a 
pound was not a@ sufficient protection, be- 
cause the American cost of raising the crop 
was $4.40 per 100 pounds, while Asiatic rice 
could be laid down here for $2.90. In reply toa 
question from Mr. Boteler, Mr. Screven 
suggested three cents per pound as the proper 
duty on rice, and he added that this country 
can supply all the rice needed for domestic 
consam pion. 

James H. Johnston, chairman of the com- 
mittee of the Savannah cotton exchange, 
rade an argument on the same subject, and 
declared that the reduction of the present 
duty on rice would stop its production in 
this country and turn back into an unculti- 
vated waste the rich lamd now devoted to that 
purpose. Mr. Johnston thought with the price 
of rice kept at six or six and a half cents 
its cultivation would be profitable. He pre- 
ferred the present rate of duty with some as- 
surance of stability, than a higher rate with 
the question left open. 

Josiah L. Warren of the cotton exe'aange, 


argued against the proposed increase of duty 
on cotton ties, although he favored an in- 
crease of the uuty on rice, an inconsistency 
which was referred to by Mr. Oliver, and 
whieh Mr. Warren attempted to explain and 
justify. 

H. M. Comer, an importer of eotton ties, 
took a like position and stared that the addi- 
tional tax on cotton producers from the pro- 
posed increase would be for a crop of the 
present year $62,000, 

Before tue final adjournment, Mr. Screven 
suomittea his proposition. It was that the 
duty on cleaned rice be increased from 2'4 to 
3 cents a pound; on uncleaned from 2 to 2'4; 
on paddy or rough rice to 2; and on rice flour 
and rezina to3 cents. President Hayes asked

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BOSS’S THeH#oRY. 


will Run Afeul of the Sun and 

Disappear. 

WASHINGTON, September 25.—Further cal- 
culations of the orbit of the comit tend to 
confirm the theory that it is identical with 
the comet of 1843 and 1880, Professor Boss 
suggests that it may have made several revo- 
lutions between these two periods without be- 
ingseen. If, however, there has been a sud- 
den reduction of the periodic time from 37 
to a little more than two years and a 
Lalf, it follows almost certainly that the next 
reduction may be proportionally great. Pro- 
fessor Boss says: ‘The comet may crash 
into the sum next year. What the 
results of that crash may be is a problem 
yet to be solved. It must now be con- 
ceded that a comet has a solid nucleus. The 
nucleus of the Wells comet was distinctly 
seen in an observation at the Dudley observa- 
tory, on June 11th last, and was estimated to 
be not less than 400 milesin diameter. The 
nucleus of the present comet is pr bably 
much greater, apd when we remember that 
this comet will rush into the sun with a ve- 
locity of four hundred miles per second, no 
one can yenture an adequate or accurate esti- 
mate of the possible consequences.” 

An approximate computation of the ele- 
nents of the new comet, completed by Mr. 
S. C. Chandler, Jr., at Harvard observatory 
absut' one o clock Friday morning, based 
upon the observation of Professor Swiit, of 
Cincinnati of the 18th inst., at 3 p. m., together 
with that taken at1:30 p. m. on the 19th 
inst. at Cambridge, and that taken at 11 
o'clock @. m.on the 20th, also at Cambridge, 
is as foilows: Time of periheli n passage, 
1882, August 30, 5; long, of perihelion 271 
degrees; long, of node, 173 degrees; inclina- 
tion of orbit, 17 degrees; perihelion distance, 
27,000 000 miles At the time of the first ob- 
servation the comet was about 36,000,000 
miles from the earth, and at the time oi the 
three observations 32,500,000 miles. This 
corresponds to a rate of speed of 
1,500,000 miles a day. Assuming the above 
to be correct, the comet will approach within 
15,000,000 miles of the earth, being nearest in 
the early part of Octeber, but will then be 
visible only in the southern hemisphere. It 
will probably be visible above the horizon for 
afew days here at a little before sunrise. 
Further verifying observations will be taken 
before sending this result to Europe.

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The Cultivation of Bermada Grass—Cotton Ten Per 
Cent Below the Aversge-The Condition as 
Reported from the Counties—Too Much 
Rain and Weed for Success.

Statements relative to Georgia’s crops are 
taken: 

Bermuda grass, formerty dreaded as a pest 
by cotton planters, is now being extensively 
utilized in middle Georgia as a hay grass. 
The owners of some of the plantations, which 
were abandoned on account of the Bermuda, 
are making more money from hay than was 
ever made from cotton on the same lands. 
On rich, moist lands it affords repeated cut- 
tings of hay of the best quality. For summer 
pasturage it is not surpassed by any grass on 
earth in nutritive qualities, or the number of 
stogk Swill sustain per acre. The prejudice e 
against this valuable grass is rapidly disap 
pearing, and many farmers are setting a part 
of their land in it. It bears no seed 
in the southern states, but may 
from the

The seed of this plant constitutes a 
large part uf tue bread product of the Colom- 
bian states of South America.

The Louisville and Nashyille road is about 
to absorb the Eastern IJlino’s, thereby 
securing an independent all rail Jine via 
Nasiiville and tvansvil'e from New Orleans 
to Chicago, confirming the rumors which 
have been tloating during this year. The 
probable loss of the Louisville, New Albany 
and Chicago, whichit was formerly supposed 
would give this great corporation a Chicago 
connection, but which seems likely to go to 
the Erlarger system, eventually made it nee 
essary for the Louisville road to bestir *tself, 
and its first step in this direction evidently 
looked toward the acquirement of the Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute road, to Indiana, 144 
miles, and the Chicago and Eastern “L[llinois, 
227 miles, It has probably now absorbed ‘lree 
lines, either by purchase of stock or. lease, and 
the particulars will not be long tin coming to 
light. ‘The Louisvilleand Nashville company 
ownsin fee or through entire capital stock 1,- 
438 miles, operates under lease 210, and under 
stock majority 224. It also owns a majority 
of stock of the Nashville, Chattanooya and 
St. Louis system, 521 miles, and controls 641 
miles of Georgia and Alabama roads through 
joint lease with the Central, of Georgia. To 
this 3,034 miles we should now add the recent 
acquisitions, 371 miles, and no doubt we may 
fairly consider the 742 milesof the Central, ot 
Georgia, as part of the Louisville system to all 
practical intents and’ purposes. The total 
mileage will then be 4,147 miles. The essen- 
tial and chief terminal points of the system 
are New Orleans and Chicago; but it aisu 
reaches St. Louis, Cincinnati, Mobile, Pensa 
cola aod Savannah, and thus binds, as it 
were, the south and west together.
